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IKILLED BY CONTRACT. 


A Young Man Blows Ont His 
Brains Under Most Mysteri- 


ous Circumstances, 


The Curious Document Found in His Pocket 
—He Agrees to Kill Himself in Two Years 
if He is Paid $5,000 in the Meantime—He 
Puts an End to His Existence Before the 
Time. 


By Telegraph to the Post Dispatch. 

DELHI, Ia., June 6.—A farmer who lives 
near Grove Creek, in this county, has just 
arrived here, bringing the details of a terri- 
ble suicide, which occurred there last night, 
and which if all the details be true, is one of 
the most Sensational ever told. Grove Creek 
iS a little settlement of probably one hundred 
families, situated ten miles southwest of here. 
About eight o’clock last night the people 
who live in.the neighborhood of Squires’ 
boarding-house were startled by the loud re- 
port of a pistolin that house. Mr. Squires 
and others ran up and soon found that the 
shot had been fired in a room occupied by a 
young man, a stranger, who came to Grove 
Creek on Sunday last, and who has been a 
subject of curiosity to the inhabitants since. 
The door was found to be locked on the out- 
side. When the lock was forced 

A TERRIBLE SIGHT 

presented itself. The young stranger was 
lying on the floor, while blood and brains 
were scattered all over the walls and the 
ceiling. His head had been literally blown 
to pieces. Lying near him was a large, old- 
fashioned, one-barreled pistol, witb 
which the work had  ~»been done. 
The body was found near the washstand in 
one corner of the room, and from the marks 
of blood, it was evident that the suicide was 
leaning towards the washstand at the time 
the shot was fired, that he fell up against it, 
and then rolled over on his side, A physician 
who examined the corpse, gave it as his 
opinion that the muzzie of the pistol 
bad been {filled with water before 
the shot was fired, and that the 
desperate young man had them placed the 
weapon in his mouth and pulled the trigger. 
The work was well done, and even after the 
remains had been washed, the face and head 
were so mangled as to make recognition 
im possible. The stranger was 4 
tall and well-built, 
hair and dark eyes. 
He arrived in Grove Creek on Sunday, say- 
ing that he had come from Hopkinton, five 
miles distant. He first went up to Robert 
Hogg’s store to look for board, and after- 
wards came to Squires’, where he engaged 
the room in which he took his iife. 

He gave his name as Rufus 
Eaton, and said he was from Battimore. 
tlis actions were ot cuch as to attract atten- 
thon, save that there was ¢ rable talk 
about the faet that a well dressed young man 
should be stopping at the little place with 
‘apparently no business. In manner and 
| gene al appearance Eaton looked like a well- 
educated yeung fellow, and his clothes and 
| Jewelry houen that he had possessed 
‘a cunsiderable amount of money.

| Grove Creek, he found the piace in an up- 
| roar and nothing else was talked about. Aun

REVEALED SOME STRANGE FACTS, 
which show that the suicide was either a 
'great romancer, or that his death was 

brought about in a way which would 
ibe aiunost incredible outside of any- 
thing but the most sensational mood, 
| He had made the most deliberate prepara- 
‘tions. bad taken off nis coat and vest and 
‘jaid them on the bed, and removed his boots 
| and put on a pair of slippers. When he 
|reached the wash-stand, he must have dis- 
covered that a standing collar and a necktie 
whieh he wore were silightiy in his way, for 
they were found lying beside him in a pool 
of blood on the floor. In an inside pocket 
of his coat was found severai sheets 
without name or date, and a letter written 
from Philadelphia, dated Junel, the enve- 
lope of which could nowhere be found. The 
letter read as foliows: 
DeAR Hargry—Yours received. Of course 
I would like to get back the money, but don’t 
imagine for a minute that I ever intended 
that you should foliow that crazy plan you 
proposed; but 1 guess that it is not likely 
rou will. You say you are tired of living. 
Vell, you have hada good time jately, have 
you not? Yours, IM. 
If thejname given, Rufus H. Eaton, was the 
proper one, Henry must have been the sui- 
eide’s second name. The initials on the cover 
ofthis gold watch, are R. H, E., cut in a mon- 
ogram. The manuscript found in his pocket 
threw so much lighton the suicide that it 
even jeft room for doubt. Eaton began with- 
out date or introduction as follows: 
“lam going to takemy ownlife, having 
made up my mind to do so more than a year 
ago. Although I do not think that anybody 
cares a pin about my reasons, yet it will give 
me some satisfaction to state them, and any- 
body who finds this paper need not read it if 
he does not wish to do se. 
I AM TWENTY-SEVEN YEARS OF AGE, 

a lawyer by profession, bit not very much 
so, as faras practice is concerned. 1 was 
born in Baltimore, and 1 suppose that 
ismore myhome then anywhere elise, 
although I have taveled all the way from 
Denver to New Orleans. I have always

DLER with charges against navy yard offi- 
cers, specifying various cases of interference 
in elections, with intimidation and corrup- 
tion of voters by discharging and employing 
them with direct reference to their action at 
the polls. Does DezenpoRFF expéct that 
Roxgin Hoop will proceed against his mer- 
rie men because they are accused of robbery? 
It has never entered CHANDLER'S head that 
navy yard appointments are made for any 
other purpose but to influence elections.

UNAVAILING PROTESTS, 
> Congressmen Cops, DuNN and Ross- 
CRANS have followed the example of Sen- 
ator VAN Wyck, in sending Secretary TEL- 
LER a written protest against the filing in 
his department of any mortgage by the New 
Orleans Pacific on the lands*granted to the 
Baton Rouge and Vicksburg Railroad. They 
declare that any such transaction is a viola- 
tion of law, and they file a similar protest 
against any official recognition of the claim 
of the Southern Pacific to the lands granted 
to the Texas Pacific. They assert that these 
lands were declared forfeited by the Judici- 
ary Committee of the last House, and that 
the views of the House on the subject were 
indicated by the overwhelming ryote 
against the bill consolidating the South- 
ern Pacific and Texas Pacific. These gentle- 
men appear to think that their protest may 
serve as a valid caveat against TxLLER’S 
constructive “‘intent of Congress,” and may 
thus head off the “innocent purchaser” 
dodge. The courts hold county bonds valid 
in the hands of an “innocent purchaser for 
yalue,” even when fraudulently issued by 
official authority, if there was nothing in the 
form or face of the bonds to raise a suspicion 
of fraud or show a want of authority. The 
assignee corporations claiming lapsed grants 
to other corporations by virtue of construct- 
ive intent, now propose to mortgage these 
lands, and with TELLER’s official connivance 
bring in the rights of the innocent mort- 
gagee to cut off and defeat future Congres- 
sional action for the recovery of the lands. 
That being the game, the protests of a score 
of Senators and Representatives in Congress 
will amount to nothing more than an appeal 
to the public. They might prevent the plac- 
ing of a bona fide mortgage, but these corpo- 
rations can find mortgagees to answer their 
purposes under any circumstances, and 
TELLER has already held that he is bound 
by the Supreme Court’s construction of Con- 
gressional inaction in the case of lapsed 
land grants, not by what members may think 
or say on the subject. 


GRANT’S PREDICTION. 
General GRANT and Senator SHERMAN 
both predict that the next election will turn 
onthe single issue of free trade or protec- 
tion, and that the Democrats will be sure to 
commit the blunder of accepting the issue as 
the Republicans choose to formulate it. Ap- 
parently the wish is father to the thought in 
this prediction. Mr. Jay GouLp recently, 
speaking for the allied monopolists and sub- 
sidy grabbers, declared that protection of 
home labor and high wages would be their 
campaign battle-cry. With this mocking 
promise they hope to delude the masses till 
the Government becomes a mere machine 
under the control of corporation directors, 
and monopoly has coiled its chains around 
all the property and all the industries of the 
country. Upon this hint GRANT and JoHN 
SHERMAN speak. They accept it as an 
assurance that the mutual support by which 
the Republican party and the monopolists 
have so long reveledin public plunder will 
continue, and secure them another triumph 
in 1884, 

But the Republican party has too long 
taken its cue from men like GouLp, VAN- 
DERBILT and LELAND STANFORD, and the 
record they have jointly made is far more 
appalling to the public mind than the fictitious 
bugaboo which they have setup and called 
free-trade. All tariff reformers recognize 
absolute free-trade asa barren abstraction 
in the practical adjustment of the tariff to 
the necessities of our present situation, and 
it is not probable that the Democrats will, in 
childish pursuit of such a shadow, cut loose 
from the great and growing popular move- 
ment against that full blown protection pol- 
icy of which Mr JAy GovuLp is such a dis- 
tinguished advocate and _s benefici- 
ary. If the leaders are inclined 
to forget the lesson of recent elections the 
people will not let them. 

LELAND STANFORD’s brother, who, as a 
member of the New York Legislature, had 
voted against the two-cent fare bill on the 
New York Central, was nominated by the 
Republicans in the Eighteenth Senatorial 
District, and was beaten a thousand votes in 
a district which had previously given a Re- 
publican majority of 17,000. The endorse-

Otte kind of protection which the Demo- 
crats will have to fight in the next campaign 
is that which is exemplified in the predatory 
greed and merciless despotism of such cor- 
porations as the Central Pacific and the 
Standard Oil Company.

This is the conundrumin which is now 
wearing the hair off the perplexed pate of the 
thoughtful municipal patriot.

What is the ex- 
planation? This is the conundrum which 
the thoughtful citizen is now condemned to 
give up, after growing bald in the attempt 
to solve it.

THE BARBED-WIRE QUESTION. 
The decision against the barbed-wire fence 
monopoly holds out but an illusory prospect 
of relief to the farmers and other consumers 
who represent thé’ interests of the people in 
the question. If the decision stands, the 
monopoly granted by the Patent Office will 
be destroyed, but another one will arise in 
its place. The WasuspurN and Morn 
company, which has already made millions 
of dollars of profit, and built up a valuable 
trade in the commodity, will be compelled to 
come to terms with its half dozen competi- 
tors. It will be shown that it is more profita- 
bie to maintain prices by combination than 
todestroy profits by competition, A pool 
will be formed; the whole country will be 
parcelled out like so much conquered territo- 
ry ; any attempt to introduce the element of 
competition in the business will be resisted 
even to bankruptcy, and the monopoly of the 
pool will be stronger than the monopoly of 
the patent has been. 

It is not easy to suggest any remedy for 
monopolies, but it looks as if the Patent Of. 
fice itself was devised to create and estab- 
lish monopely, and to give a governmental! 
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and use of iron wire points to its probable 
use for fencing, some one out of the many 
who are studying the problem happens to 
think of an improvement a few days in ad- 
vance of his competitors. Had he died, or 
otherwise falled, the problem would un- 
doubtedly have been solved by others, but 
the reward of his almost wholly accidental 
success is that he is permitted to levy a tax 
on the future use of an invention that would 
inevitably have been common property if it 
had not been for the intervention of the

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

Tue presiding judge and eleven of the 
jury by whom EpwaBp ADAMS was tried 
and sentenced to ten years in the peniten- 
tiary for killing James R. Cox at Pleasant 
Hill, Cass county, have united in a petition 
for his pardon, which Gov. CRITTENDEN 
has granted. ADAMS was a poor fireman on 
a railway, compelled to be frequently absent 
from his home all night, and Cox, one night 
took advantage of the husband’s absence to 
behave in an insulting manner to Mrs. 
ADAMS, and to insert under her door a note 
of an indecent character. Then, to excuse 
himself, he defamed her, and offered his 
clerk $1,000 to sign a false and defamatory 
statement about her, and finally tried to 
deter her from telling her husband of the af- 
fair, by threatening his life if she did so. The 
consequence was that ADAMS, on returning 
home, carried a shotgun for Vox till they 
met, and both began firing simultaneously, 
ADAMS emptying his shotgun and then kill- 
ing Cox with a revolver. The verdict of the 
jury and the sentence of the judge pro- 
nounced his killing under our laws murder 
in the second degree, and heinous enough to 
deserve a penalty of ten years in the Peni- 
tentiary. But by their petition for the con- 
vict’s pardon they emphatically expressed 
their condemnation of the law, their sym- 
pathy with the prisoner, aud their belief 
that the killing of Cox was a justifiable hom- 
icide. This was a good deal better than 
the too common spectacle of a verdict made 
up in accordance with the jury’s sympathies 
and sentiments as to what the law ought to 
be, irrespective of the evidence and the 
judge’s instructions as to what the law is. 
When the judge and jury have, as in this 
case, manifested their conscientious regard 
for the law and the facts, and firmly done 
their duty in spite of their feelings, no Gov- 
ernor will ever refuse the measure of clem- 
ency which they ask for the prisoner. This 
is the proper way to mitigate the hardships 
incident to a strict application of the law in 
all cases, and to give effect to that popular 
sympathy which goes out to the man who 
takes life in the defense of his home and his 
wife’s honor. Cass county has the honor of 
setting an example which, we hope, will be 
followed in all such cases throughout the 
State. 


THE first effect of the Pope’s circular ap- 
peared yesterday in the meeting of the Bal- 
timore branch of the National Irish League, 
when the priests who have hitherto been 
foremost in the work were conspicuous by 
their absence.

4 The Men Who Control the Lager Beer Trade 


of the City—How They Achieved Fortune 


by Industry—Wealthy Workers. 


J 
The brewers of St. Louis are, toa certain 
extent, public characters. Their names are 
kept constantly before the public eye, on 
their wagons and on the gaudy signs that 
abound at every corner. The breweries are 
reckoned as one of the attractions of the 
city and visitors are always taken for a tour 
through them. St. Louis ranks second, in 
‘point of production, and in another year 
will not only be first, but will have the 
largest brewery in the country. A _ brief 
glance at the heads of these mammoth es- 
tablishments would not be out of place. It 
will serve as a personal introduction to a 
public already acquainted in a business way. 


Wm. J. Lemp, who is at the head of the 
Brewers’ Association, is eae gentleman of 
middie age, and unassuming manners. He 
would never be taken for the owner of the 
mammoth brewery, the fourth in the United 
States, as he goes over it each morning, be- 
tween six and seven o'clock, minutely in- 
specting each department. Mr. Lemp learned 
the brewers’ trade in Europe,and worked for 
his father in the old Second street brewery. 
When the old gentleman died, the son bulit 
over the caves under the site of the present 
brewery, the nucleus of the present extensive 
works. Mr. Lemp is known as a strict 
business man. His amusement is 
found in the bosom of a most interesting 

amily, with whom he spends his spare time. 

e lives on Second Carondelet avenue in 
comfortable style and seldom travels, spend- 
ing his summers at home for the most part. 
Mr. Lemp is probably worth $100,000. per 
year. 

Adolph Busch, the head of the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewery, which is now the third in 
the country; Phil. Best and Joseph Schlity, 
of Milwaukee, being first and second, isa 
handsome, generous living man, still in the 
thirties, faultiessin his attire, brimming over 
with good nature, displaying _lib- 
erality to a fault, ever before 
the public in some enterprising attitude 
and probably one of the most popuiar men in 
business. hen a young man he was en- 
gaged in the lumber trade in Europe. He 
came here and went into the hops and brew- 
er supply business. In 1861 he married the 
daughter of the late E. Anheiser, and a few 

ears later went into the concern. In 1872 

r. Busch succeeded in pasturating his beer 
and gave to the world the 
process of bottling lager beer. 
Adoiph Busch has a large family, thirteen 
children, to whom he is much attached. He 
is very fond of traveling, and takes a trip 
across the ocean each summer. He ,is enor- 
mously wealthy. 

Ellis Wainwright, who, with Lorenz 
Lampeland Ellis Mather, owns the Wain- 
wright brewery, came naturally into pos- 
session of an extremely valuable Dryperty, 
which had a small beginning. ‘Thirty 
years aguv the late Samuel Wainwright 
was a small ale brewer on 
Third street, near Plum. By industry and 
economy he was enabled, in 1870, to go into 
the present brewery with Chas. E. -Frity. 
The latter soon went out and Lampel came 
in. Ellis was sent across the ocean by his 
father and attended a brewers’ college, and 
is a practical brewer. Ellis Wainwright isa 
young man fond of club life and society, is 
esteemed asa progressive and wide-awake 
business map, with the advancement of St. 
Louis ever before him. He counts his 
friends by thousands. Heis very fond of 
traveling and spends several months each 
year in Europe. 

Chas. G. Stifle, tall, grey bearded and 
dignified yet unbent by the weight of his 
sixty-five years, is the Nestor of the brew- 
ers. He has been vice-president of the 
National Association of Brewers for nearly 
twenty years. tie landed in this country at 
New Orleans a penniless boy, ignorant of 
the language, and made a living for a while 
peddling eggs in the street. He came North 
and worked as a laborer on a farm near 
Philadelphia until he acquired’ the 
language. He then went to Wheel- 
ing and got work in a brewery. He 
saved his money, and, after six years’ toil, 
came to St. Louis, and soon establisbed a 
modest little brewery on the site of the pres- 
ent institution, which covers two blocks of 

round. Mr. Stifle foresaw the growth of 

e city, and he invested judiciously in real 
estate. He is probably the richest brewer 
individually, in the city, and is identified 
with several banks and corporations. He is 
of quiet home habits, and has a family of 
three, one of whom, ason, is working in a 
Chicago brewery. 

Christopher Winkelmeyer was a nailsmith 
when he lived in the old country. 
He commenced his career as a brewer 
by making beerin a kettle over a fire ina 
vacant lot, which has long since been cov- 
ered by the model buildings of the great 
brewery which sprung from that old kettle. 
Yn the early days young Wimkelmeyer de- 
jivered his own beer. t was this dark, bit- 
ter stutf called common beer, occasionally 
brewed to-day by farmers. The founder of 
the brewery died about the time of the close 
of the war, and the widow ran the business 
until the her sons grew up. Christopher, 
who is now the president, is a sedate young 
man, thirty-two years of age, de- 
voted only to his business, but 
highly esteemed by his associates. He went 
to pe to study the business, as did his 
brother Julius, the superintendent. Julius 
is a live, companionabie fellow, much liked 
4 his personal and business associates. A.

H. Grone is petting old and spends much 
of his time at his home across the street from 
is Clark avenue brewery.

From toe profits on soda the 
brewery was founded and has grown very 
steadily ever since. Mr. Grone is reported to 
be worth a quarter of a miljion. 

The Schnaider brewery was founded by 
Joseph Schnaider who commenced work in 
this city as an ordinary laborer ip the Green 
Tree brewery. He died in 1871, leaving the 
bulk of his property to his son, Joseph M. 
Schnaider, a tall, handsome, jovial, easy-go- 
ing young brewer, who has spent 
most 0 his time in Europe 
since that event. F. Wahl, a man 
who served his twenty years service as fore- 
man of the brewery, is at the head of affairs 


now. 
Henry Anthony isone of the olaest St.

GREAT EATERS, 


Feats of Accomplished Famine-Breed- 
ers of This and Other Lands. 
From the New York World. 


While America as a country is demonstrat- 
ing her ability to feed the world, not a few 
Americans are, unless the contemporary 
press is fearfully and wonderfully misin- 
formed, engaged in a heroic attempt to con- 
sume the surplus provisions of the continent 
and starve out the millions of Europe. A Chi- 
nese resident of PiochetNev.,for instance, has 
distinguished himself by eating a four-and-a- 
half pound chicken and nine bowls of rice 
at one meal. An American of African 
descent, at Brunswick, Ga., who had pre- 
viously eaten eighteen shad at one meal, 
with bread in proportion, was backed not 
long ago to eat at a — twenty loaves of 
bread and a dollar’s worth of fat bacon; and 
had made away with nine of the loaves and 
haif of the meat when the bystanders inter- 
fered. Mr. Henry Edgerton, of. Pearsalls, 
L. L, is described as having eaten in an hour 
and a half thirty-seven hard-boiled eggs and 
two mince pies, the repast being ‘‘washed 
down’’—the loeution is eminently proper 
when suchameal is in question, but nho- 
where else, as it makes one think of a sink— 
with half agallon of ale. At Vanderbilt 
Landing, L. L, a tramp, to whom an unsus- 
picious philanthropist had given an unlimit- 
ed order upon a restaurant for the assuaging 
of his apvetite, devouredone plate each ol 
mutton-stew, roast veal, corned beef with 
cabbage, and roast lamb, two plates of sailm- 
on, a plate of tomatoes, a lobster-saiad, 
an apple pie, and four hard-boiled 
eggs, “topping off’ with three bottles 
of- Scotch ale and a cigar. Mr. James 
O’Donneil, of Madison, Ind., after eating a 
quail a day for a month, and then doubling 
his ration, applied himself seriously Ww such 
feats of deglutition as the eating of two doz. 
en goose-eggs in fifteen minutes, of a goose 
weighing eleven anda half pounds, of fi¥e 
cans of sardines in ten minutes, and of three 
dozen oysters rolled in brown sugar. 

The iate Mr. Peter Ellison, of Water- 
ford, in this State, was a more accomplished 
performer ina much more legitimate field. 
He ate at one meal a tweunty-one-pound 
turkey, with dressing and bread, and was 
named to devour a bird weighing twenty- 
three pounds, but the late Mr. Morrissey 
preferred to pay forfeit. In a match at 
Snediker’s Long Island resort, the competitor 
to take the stakes whvu could eat the most 
broiled spring chicken, this great man was 
hailed the victor with ascore of thirty-two 
haif-chickens, equal to sixteen fowls. Mr. 
Ellison was not the only great eater in New 
York. The late Mr. Alexander Grant, of 
Kingston, never cared for a beefsteak that 
weighed less than five pounds, and when he 
dined demanded half a peck of potatoes, a 
whole cabbage, a big pie anda large pudding 
for his own exclusive eating, his allowance 
being twenty pounds of svlids and a gallon 
of coffee or milk. “Squire Carey, of Wall- 
kill, is credited with eating at one 
repast 400 clams, and at another half 
a barrel of shell-oysters, and _ thinks 
nothing of eating haif a galion of 
raw oysters with crackers to match, Mr. 
Romulus Lawson, of Allensville, N. C., is 
another famine-breeder of eminence, who 
devours at one meala three-eights of mut- 
ton—one and a half quartersi—two hajlf- 
grown chickens, a pound of bacon, five 
hetrings, a half loaf of corn bread, eighteen 
biscuits and a pound of candy. Mr. Joshua 
Joynes, of Accomac County, Virginia, isa 
man of a stomach almost as unbounded, 
who has, in an hour anda half, disposed of 
a goose, a chicken, fifteen pounds of pork, 
twelve links of Bologna sausage, a peck of 
sweet potatoes, adozen biscuits, a mince 
pie, and six cups of strong coffee. 

For rivals to these performers it is neces- 
sary to go back to the ee of the cen- 
tury in, England. The Sporting Magazine 
records that a ey gery of Wantwick ate in 
the space of an hour three poounds of beef- 
steak, nearly a pound of bacon, ten boiled 
eggs, a large quantity of potatoes, and a 
four-penny loaf—drinking two gallons of ale 
and porter during the frepast, and 
seven large glasses of brandy and 
water. He was prepared to _ repeat 
the performance, with the addition of 
a wig-box full of pudding. A Lon- 
don currier, whose name has not been pre- 
served, made away in two hours with three 
gills of lamp-oil, twenty raw eggs with the 
shells, a shilling’s worth of strong ale, and 
a penny loaf soaked in train-oll. Sporting 
annais tell that Lord Barrymore, fired to 
emulation by the account of a yokel who 
ate a cabbage, a pound of salt, and a cab- 
bage-net at a sitting, wagered that he 
would produce a man who would devour a 
live cat; but it is not recorded whether the 
match came off. According to Fuller's 
“Worthies,” Nicolas Wood, of Harrison, in 
Kent, atesuch meals as a whole hog, with 
three pecks of damsons, eighteen yards of 
black pee eighty-four rabbits, thirty 
dozen pigeons, and a raw sheep, to say noth- 
ing of the dinner provided for thirty men. 
‘Two loins of mutton and one loin of veal,’’ 
it is said, “were but as three sprats unto 
him.’’ A lawyer of the time of Charles lI, 
named Mallett, is said to have eaten the 
shilling-a-head ‘“‘ordinary”’ prepared for 
thirty of his brethren. 

These feats compare very favorably with 
those of the gluttons famed in classical lit- 
erature. It must be remembered, howveer, 
that the luxurious Romans sat at table for 
hours. Verus’ supper lasted from dark til] 
dawn, and made use both of appetizers and 
emetics. Under such circumstances possibly 
—deduction being made from the classic 
chroniclers’ fondness for round figures— 
Cilodius Alpinus may have _ disposed 
of 400 oysters, 100 gnat-snappers, ten 
melons, twenty pounds of grapes, 500 figs, 
and 100 peaches. It is possible that Phagon 
ate at one meala sheep, a pig, and a bvwar, 
with 100 loaves of bread and three gallons of 
wine ; but no one need believe the story who 
is not inclined todoso. There is, howéver, 
no reason to disbelieve the tales which have 
come down to us of the gluttony of 
Vitellius, who, when he wore the im- 

rial purple, could not prevent himself 
rom falling upon the charred carcasses of 
the sacrifices, or the coarse viands exposed 
in the cook-shops of Rome. He was simply 
the victim of an uncontrollable and depraved 
appetite, and the same disease can be traced 
in the cases of many other historical gluttons 
whose feats of devouring have been authen- 
ticated by competent observers. In so far 
as the great majority of contemporary glut- 
tons are concerned, their records will not 
stand investigation with the steel-yard and 
quart-measure.

MINERVA BRANTLEY. 


Before the civil war General Brantley was 
one of the wealthiest:planters in Alabama, 
holding an immense property in slaves. Af- 
ter the emancipation his fortune was natur- 
ally much lessened, and his oldest son, John, 
by dissipation of every sort, made still 
further inroads upon it. General Brantley’s 
purse and patience gave way,and he cut off his 
eldest son from further beuefit in what re- 
mained of his estates, conveying all his prop- 
erty to his other children, leaving John 
totally unprovided for. 

John was at this time living with his wife 
at Pensacola, Fia., and had neither credit, 
profession nor money. He raised enough to 
get to Selma, Ala., where his father lived, 
and took legal measures to compel his father 
to provide for him, although he was forty 
years of age. Sooner than have publicity 

iven to this family disagreement General 

rantiey effected a compromise with his 
worthless son by settling 500 aeres of land 


| néar Selma upon John’s wife, Minerva, and 


there they went to live. 

On the plantation adjoining Minerva’s 
there lived a young man named Howard, 
who had lost an arm in the Confederate ser- 
vice. ‘Trouble soon sprang up between him 
and Brantley. Tne quarrel became so fierce 
that each went armed, expecting an en- 
counter at any time. 

In the spring of 1869 two most important 
events happened affecting the destiny of 
John Brantley. His father died, and young 
Howard was found dead ina swainp about 
a wile from John Brantley’s house. Al- 
though the finding of the inquest was that 
Hloward came to his death from wounds in- 
flicted by a gun-shot in the hands of some 
person unknown to the jury, the evidence 
pointed strongly to Brantley as the mur- 
derer, and he was bound over to answer an 
indictment found by the Grand Jury. This 
indictment was quashed, but before a new 
one was issued Brantley made his escape to 
a little place in Mississippi, named Shuqua- 
lik. .He had, previous to the shooting, made 
a claim against his father’s estate. This 
and all others he left in his wife’s hands, 
having uubounded confidence in her busi- 
ness ability aud her unchangeable love for 
himeeif, : 

Mrs. Minerva Brently was at this time 
about thirty-six years old, but looked much 
younger, While her husband, although only 
forty, was by reason of his excesses gray, 
bent, sallow, broken down in health, and 
looked iike a man of sixty. Minerva was a 
strikingly beautiful woman. pes that 
rare type of loveliness which is found in 
those endowed with lustrous black eyes, fair 
complexion and luxuriant golden hair. Her 
form was perfection itself, her conversation 
brilliant, manners fascinating, and disposi- 
tien affectionate to a fault. On one side of 
‘he Brantley plantation was the Howard 
place, on the other a plantation owned by a 
young lady of good famiiy and fortune. She 
had rashly married a young merchant's clerk 


named Eskridge, possessing more beauty 


than brains. She set him up in business for 
hiuiself in the city, while she remained on 
the plantation with her two children. About 
the time that Minerva’s husband became a 
fugitive from justice, Mr. Eskridge’s hus- 
band came to live on his wife’s means and 
plantation. 

A mutual attraction between Eskridge 
and Mrs. Brantley soon ripened into a sus- 
picious intimacy, They went buggy riding 
together, in apite of tne remonstrances of 
Mrs. Eskridge and her friends, who warned 
him that disgrace must be the conseyuence 
of his conduct, which was the talk of all 
Selma. But the infatuated couple were 
reckless, and made no secret of their guilty 
attachinent. While this was going on Brant- 
ley kept writing to his wife, urging her to 
join him in his placeof exile. At last he be- 
came so importunate that the guilty pair be- 
came apprehensive that, even at the risk of 
being arrested, Brantiey would come _ to 
Selma. At this critical juncture a relative 
of Brantley wrote a note to Minerva inform;n- 
ing her that he knew of her adulterous re- 
lations with Eskridge, and that he was go- 
ing to write andtell her husband. Imme- 
diately after she had shown the note to Esk- 
ridge he sought Brantley’s cousin and said: 

“| understand you have made threats 
against me.” 

‘| have not,”’ replied the man; “but re- 
member that,as Jolin Brantley has killed one 
man in the dark, he can kill another in the 
same way.”’ 

Up to this time Mrs. Brantley had written 
most loving letters to her husband, who was 
devotedly attached to her, and even placed 
unbounded confidence in the friendship of 
the false Eskridge. Upon the receipt of the 
letter from his cousin Brantley braved ey- 
erything, and returned to Selma to have an 
explanation with his wife. She kept out of 
his way until he was obliged to escape to 
his place of concealment, and once more the 
lovers breathed freely and enjoyed each oth- 
er’s society without hindrance. 

Had Mrs. Brantley’s mmsrigue been with an 
unmarried man, few would have been found 
to condemn her, as her husband was known 
to be a vagabond, and believed to be a mur- 
derer; but Eskridge’s desertion and ill-usage 
of his young and amiable wife, who had sup- 
ported him for years, awoke great indigna- 
tion in the community. 

‘Lhe criminal couple saw that matters were 
reaching a crisis. hey ecvncocted a bold 
and bloody scheme to rid themselves of their 
incumbrances, and atthe same time obtain 
sufficient means to start elsewhere in life. 

Eskridge hit upon the device of obtaining 
insurance on the life of Brantiey for the ben- 
efit of the beautiful Minerva. She obtained 
an accident policy for $10,000, and Eskridge 
obtained another for the same sum, Esk- 
ridge now endeavored to lure Brantley from 
his concealment to Selma, at the same time 
he was egging on Howard’s brother to have 
Brantley brought to justice. Mrs. Brantley 
wrote affectionate letters to her husband— 
having made him discredit the allegations in 
his cousin’s letter—and begged him to visit 
her. He consented and named a time, of 
which Eskridge immediately apprised the 
Howards. But neither they nor Brantley 
put in an appearance, and the lovers then 
saw that they must do the bioody deed 


themselves. 

Mrs. Brantley wrote to her husband that 
she couid no longer exist without seeing 
him, and he agreed to meet him ata certain 
time at the depot in Shuqualik They went 
to a village named Demopolis, where they 
boldly passed as man and wife, and where 
they fully matured their plans. LEskridge 
rode there ona very fine iron-gray horse, 
which was noticed oe Sveere. 

They reinained in opolis for two days, 
keeping in their room day, and even tak- 
reg 8 there.

and carrymg his gun muzzle down. Some 
time during the early morning hours Bran- 
tley went into the depot and fell asleep be- 
fore the fire. This was Eskridge’s chance. 

He took deliberate aim, and, shooting 
directly from where he stood on the plat- 
form outside, sent a bullet through a pane of 
glass into Brantley’s head. He dro 
dead from the chair on which he had sat 
sleeping. The only other person in the room 
where Brantley was killed was a mall-car- 
rier, who was lying ona bench asilee 
When the shot was fired he jumped up fn 
alarm, rushed out on_ the platform, and hid 
under a car until daylight. Although so 
hurried and terrified; he recognized Esk- 
ridge, whom he had seen arrive that night 
sayy ~ eeverey horse.

She showed 
no surprise, but the greatest indifference, 
when informed that her husband had been 
killed that morning. Her letter asking 
Brantley to meet her at the station that fatal 
dav was found on his body. 3 

Eskridge was traced by means of the re- 
markablyfine animal he rode, was arrested, 
and he and Minerva were confined in the 
same jail. 

At the dateof this murder the prison 
discipline in some of the Southern States 
was Ofavery lax nature, therefore itis no 
wonder that one day the cellof Esxridge was 
found vacant. 

No one knew how nor to where the pris- 
oner had escaped. 

he proceedings against Mrs. Brantley 
were quietly abandoned, she was released, 
and the guilty lovers might have gone to- 
gether unmolested tothe ends of the earth 
but for their cupidity. 

Minerva returned to Selma and notified the 
insurance eompanies of herclaims against 
them. ‘They resisted, and caused a search- 
ing investigation to be made as to the man- 
nerinwhich John Brantley came to his 
death. The proceedings brought to light the 
tragic plot to murder him. Mrs. Brantley 
saw that her liberty, perhaps her life, was 
imperilled by the disclosures, and she disap- 
- red. Eskridge was recaptured in Texas, 
rrought to. Mississippi, tried, found guilty of 
the murder of Brantley and sentenced to 
death, and he would have been executed but 
that bis wronged and suffering wife came 
forward. Inthe temporary absence of thie 
Governor of the State she bribed the negro 
Lieutenant-Governor with $500 to pardon 
Eskridge. The murderer immediately left 
the State. Whether he wentto join his 
partner inguilé is not known, as their 
whereabouts was not discovered, What 
became of them remains a mystery.

After the reception to the members 
of the diplomatic corps the Empress passed 
round to the ladies, who formed a group on 
one side of the apartment.

At this, as well asat all 
other fetes, Her Majesty has paid marked at- 
tention to the American ladies connected 
with the mission, more especially to Mrs.

The facts stated above were gleaned bya 
Post-DisPatcH reporter during a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Meany this morning. Refer- 
ring to the concession granted by the Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Meany explained that the 
Congress had also ene to the company a 
_ey, of seven millions Of dollars. Being 
asked if the Mexican government would not 
find difficulty in paying the subsidy, Mr. 
Meany said: 

“I don’t anticipate any difficulty of 
that kind. Subsidies of this kind are 
paid from a certain percentage 
of the custems duties of the country, 
set aside for that purpose, and as each 
section of railway entitled to subsidy is 
built, the government issues certificates of 
construction, which are legal tender - for 
their face value, at all the Custom Houses 
in Mexico, in payment of import duties.” 

“Upon what is the Mexican Budget based ?”’ 
inquired the reporter. “It is, and has been 
based, only upon the amount of duties not 
covered by these subsidies. Last year there 
was a deficit in the revenue of Mexico of 
Only about $1,500,000, notwithstanding that 
the expenses were unusually heavy. The 
country supported a standing army of 50,000 
men, paid a large pension list, purchased the 
Tehuantepec Railroad and carried on great 
works of internal improvements.” 

“‘W hat is the main source of the country’s’ 
revenue ?”’ 

“Duties on imports. There is no internal rev- 
enue tax in Mexico; no duty on tobacco, cigars, 
liquors or any of those articles that produces 
such an enormous revenue in this country. 
The debt of Mexico is a mere bagatelle, being 
not over$80,000,000, which includes a new loan 
of $20,000,000. Why, the debt of the city of 
New York alone is greater, yet Mexico is a 
nation of twelve millions of people; it is 
nearly one-third «as large as the United 
States, @nd its soilis capable of producing 
many of those articles for which there is an 
unlimited demand in all the civilized na- 
tions of the worla. In my judgment the 
time is not distant when the export trade of 
Mexico will greatly exceed that of any tropi- 
cal country in the world.” 

“What are her facilities for developing 
that trade ?”’ 

*‘Her transportation companies, deciaedly. 
Hitherto she has possessed no means of 
bringing her products to foreign markets. 
She was as much isolated as Kansas, 
Nebraska, and lowa prior to the era of steam 
transportation. With the advantages that 
will be offered by the system of railroads 
now rapidly approaching completion in 
Mexico her opportunity will have arrived, 
and lam greatly mistakenin the people if 
they do not make the most of it.” 

**Will railroads pay in Mexico?’ 

‘Those that are built are profitable insti- 
tutions. The line of railways from the city 
of Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico, which 
has-been in operation about fifteen years, 
has been paying large returns. Last year it 
paid a dividend of over tweive per cent upon 
anaimost fabulous investment of capital. 
The last report of the Mexican Central road 
shows thatits local traffic more than pays 
expenses, and the same is true of the Mexi- 
can National.” 

“Is the general Government favorable to 
outside enterprise?’ 

“Decidediy. The Government is not only 
a wise, but a strong one, and is founded upou 
true Republican principles. Outlawry of all 
sorts 1s punished promptly and rigorously.” 

“Who is responsible for the backwardness 
of the people then?”

“I don’t anticipate any difficulty of 
that kind. Subsidies of this kind are 
paid from a certain percentaye 
of the custems duties of the country, 
set aside for that purpose, and as each 
section of railway entitled to subsidy is 
built, the government issues certificates of 
construction, which are legal tender for 
their face value, at all the Custom Houses 
in Mexico, in payment of import duties.” 

“Upon what is the Mexican Budget based ?”’ 
inquired the reporter. “It is, and has been 
based, only upon the amount of duties not 
covered by these subsidies, Last year there 
was a deficit in the revenue of Mexico of 
Only about $1,500,000, notwithstanding that 
the expenses were unusually heavy. The 
country supported a standing army of 50,000 
men, paid a large pension list, purchased the 
Tehuantepec Railroad and carried on great 
works of internal improvements.” 


revenue ?”’ 

“Duties on imports. There is no internal rey- 
enue tax in Mexico; no duty on tobacco, cigars, 
liquors or any of those articles that produces 
such an enormous revenue in this country. 
The debt of Mexico is a mere bagatelle, being 
not over$80,000,000, which includes a new loan 
of $20,000,000. Why. the debt of the city of 
New York alone is greater, yet Mexico is a 
nation of twelve millions of people; it is 
nearly one-third -as large as the United 
States, @nd its soil is capable of proseeing 
many of those articles for which there is an 
unlimited demand in all the civilized na- 
tions of the worla. In my judgment the 
time is not distant when the export trade of 
Mexico will greatly exceed that of any tropi- 
cal country in the world.” 

“What are her facilities for developing 
that trade?” 

*‘Her transportation companies, deciaedly. 
Hitherto she has possessed no means of 
bringing her products to foreign markets. 
She was as much isolated as Kansas, 
Nebraska, and lowa prior to the era of steam 
transportation. With the advantages that 
will be offered by the system of railroads 
now rapidly approaching completion in 
Mexico her opportunity will have arrived, 
and lam greatly mistakenin the people if 
they do not make the most of it.”’ 

**Will railroads pay in Mexico?” 

‘Those that are built are profitable insti- 
tutions. The line of railways from the city 
of Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico, which 
has been in operation about fifteen years, 
has been paying large returns. Last year it 
paid a dividend of over twelve per cent upon 
analimost fabulous investment of capital. 
The last report of the Mexican Central road 
shows thatits local traffic more than pays 
expenses, and the same is true of the Mexi- 
can National.” 

“Is the general Government favorable to 
outside enterprise?” 

“Decidediy. The Government is not only 
a wise, but a strong one, and is founded upon 
true Republican principles. Outiawry of all 
sorts 1s punished promptly and rigorously.” 

*‘Who is responsible for the backwardness 
of the people then?” 

“The Clerical ate, but they lost their 
grip when Maximilian fell at Queretaro, and 
the people are emauncipating themselves 
more and more every day. ‘lhe policy in- 
augurated by Gen. Diaz and pursued by his 
successor is one which forms the protection 
of life, liberty and pr: perty and the equal- 
ity of all men before the law.
